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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included amendment to claims 1-2, 12, 17-18 and 
addition of new claim 19, filed on 4/1/2004, is made of record. In addition, applicants 
have also amended the specification. 

Claims 1-2 and 11-19 are now pending. In view of applicants ' response the 
following apply. 

Specification 

The amendment filed on 4/1/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

1 . Amendment to page 2, lines 34-37 to page 3, lines 1-8 to recite: 

"C1.4 alkyl optionally substituted or ethenyl substituted with any of the 
substituents listed above for R3 and up to 3 groups R12 independently selected 
from:" 

This is deemed as new matter. There is no support in the specification for this 
amendment. 

2. Similarly Amendment at page 4, lines 1 1-19 to recite: " R 12 as defined " in R 3 also 
lacks support. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-2 and 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Following apply. Any claim not 
specifically rejected is rejected as being dependent on a rejected claim and share the 
same scope. 

1. Amendment to the second line of claim 1, 17, 18, to recite "salt, ester and or N- 
oxide derivative" is deemed as new matter. Specification has no support for "N- 
oxide" or "N-oxide derivative". 

2. Insert of " N -substituted" in CHR 13 CONH 2 is deemed as new matter. Applicants 
conjecture that one trained in the art would know that that NH 2 is to be 
substituted in the above said group lacks factual basis. 

3. Insert a new paragraph with optional substituents at the end of R 3 definition also 
lacks support in the specification and is deemed as new matter. 

4. Again recitation of " R 12 as defined in " R 3 as noted above lacks support in 
specification and hence is deemed as new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-2 and 11-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

1. Recitation of "esters" in the amended claims 1, 17, 18 as noted above, renders 
these claims indefinite as it is not clear what is the difference between the 
claimed esters and those included in the definition of variable groups. It is also 
not clear how would one know what these esters are. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-2 and 11-19 are objected to as instant claim1-2 and 11-18 embrace 
non-elected subject . As noted in the previous office action, applicant's had elected with 
traverse of Group III, claims 1-2, 11-18, wherein one of Z 1 , Z 2 , Z 3 is nitrogen and the 
other along with Z 4 , Z 5 are CR 1a , in Paper No. 9. Claims 1-2 and 11-18 were examined 
to the extent they embrace the elected subject matter.
